‘Plane, Fighting Bad Weath- 


Low, Requests Aid in 


Finding Way.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 4. — The 
plane of Lieut. Charles T. P. Ulm, 
bound for Hawaii, is lost and run- 
ning short of gasoline, said advices 
received by Globe Wireless here at 
10 a. m. today through the Globe 
station at Honolulu. 

Messages picked up from there 
said Lieut. Ulm was requesting 
“The Beacon,” presumbably the ra- 
dio beacon, that he might be guid- 
ed safely to his Honolulu destina- 
tion. 

“We do not want to have to give 
the SOS,” said one message. 

“Last message from the plane 


said he was lost,” the Honolulu 
wireless station said. “He keeps 
asking for beacon. Nrui (not iden- 


tified, but presumably the _ radio 
station) said the beacon has been 
on since midnight.” Other mes- 
sages from the plane, relayed by 
the wireless station, said it was fly- 
ing at 12,000 feet altitude and that 
the weather was “not very good.” 

“Asking for Honolulu weather,” 
the report continued. “We gave him 
that. He did not listen for us for 
some time, but now in contact with 
him again.” 

The liner President Coolidge re- 
ported to the Globe wireless station 
here that at 6:25 a. m. (Pacific 
standard time) the monoplane “Star 
of Australia,” was about 500 miles 
out of Honolulu. 

The three Australian flyers took 
off from Oakland at 3:41 p. m. yes- 
terday, expecting to cover the 2408 
miles to Honolulu in about 18 hours. 

Lieut. Ulm’s companions: are Co- 
Pilot George Littlejohn and Naviga- 
tor J. L. Skilling. 

From Honolulu, Lieut. Ulm plans 
to fly to Fanning Island; then to 
Fiji and on to Australia.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4. — The 
National Labor Relations Board de- 
cided yesterday that it could take 
jurisdiction in disputes involving 
the activities of the American News- 
paper Guild. 

The board ordered the San Fran- 
cisco Call-Bulletin to reinstate Dean 
S. Jennings, a rewrite man who con- 
tends he was forced to resign be- 
cause of his activities in promoting 
the Guild, an association of news- 
paper workers. 

The action was said last night 
by Howard Davis, president of the 


American Newspaper Publishers’ 


Association, to be a “threat to a 
free press.” Davis said that “if this 
decision is accepted by publishers 
‘who have signed the code it nulli- 
fies the freedom of the press reser- 
vation in the daily newspaper code.” 
Paper to Present Testimony. 

The paper, an interest of William 
|'Randolph Hearst, was given oppor- 
‘tunity to present testimony concern- 
'ing Jennings’ contention. At a hear- 
‘ing several weeks ago, counsel for 
ithe paper confined his case to an 
attempt to show the dispute was 
not within the board’s jurisdiction.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Dec. 4. — 
The two bodies on lonely Marchena 
Island at the Equator in the Gala- 
pagos Archipelago were found by 
the G. Allan Hancock expedition, a 
radio dispatch from the exploration 
cruiser Velero III stated today. - 


Hancock’s message was: “Found 
mummified bodies Marchena. Pro- 
ceeding Charles.” 

Hancock and members of the ex- 
pedition have visited the islands 
yearly for the last five years and 
know the islanders well. His fail- 
ure to state that he had identified 
the bodies was taken to mean that 
he could not. The “Charles” re- 
ferred is Charles Island, another of 
the Galapagos group. 

Previously the bodies had been 
identified by papers found by Capt. 
Rodriguez of the Santa Amaro, who 
discovered the bodies, and by de- 
scriptions given to Capt. Fred Os- 
trem, veteran visitor to the Archi- 
pelago, as those of Alfred Rudolph 
Lorenz of Charles Island, formerly 
of Paris, and Arthur Estampa, Nor- 
wegian of Academy Bay, Indefatig- 


able Island, known also as Christian } 


Evardsen Stampa, formerly of 
Sandefjord, Norway. 

Both Ché@rles and Indefatigable Is- 
lands are in the Archipelago, south 
of Marchena, which is one of the 
most northerly of the _ volcanic 
group.

The Board’s Decision. 


“The logic of the argument ad- 
dressec to us,” said the board, 
“leads to the untenable conclusion 
that the first (freedom of the press) 
amendment to the Federal Consti- 
tution confers upon the newspaper 
b. siness complete immunity from 
regulation to which publishers do 
not consent; that an attempt to im- 
pose a code, or modification of the 
present code, would be unconstitu- 
tional so far as it concerns non- 
consenting publishers. 

“What Congress cannot do is to 
pass any law abridging the freedom 
of the press. Apart from this the 
newspaper business stands on a 
footing no different from that of 
other industries. rane” 

“If and when the President at- 
tempts to impose a modification 
that really does abridge the free- 
dom of the press it will be time 
enough to invoke the constitution- 
al guarantee.” 

The board ruled that unless the 
paper offered to reinstate Jennings 
within 10 days it would be cited to 
the NRA compliance division for 
Blue Eag"* removal and to the Jus- 
tice Department for legal action. 

Elisha Hanson, counsel for the 
Call-Bulletin, told the board at the 
hearing that if it took jurisdiction 
in the case all of the publisher’s pa- 
pers might be withdrawn from the 
newspaper code. 


DRAKE ESTATE CLAIMANT 
LOSES IN SUPREME COURT 


Faces 10-Year Sentence Imposed 
for Alleged Use of Mails to 
Defraud.,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Oscar 
M. Hartzell lost nis last court ap- 
peal yesterday in an effort to evade 
punishment for alleged swindling 
through his claim to the estate of 
Sir Francis Drake, sixteenth cen- 
tury sea rover. 

The Supreme Court reftised to 
intervene in the District Court con- 
viction and the subsequent Appeals 
Court decision upholding the ver- 
dict. 

Hartzell faces a 10-year prison 
sentence and a fine of $2000. He 
was convicted a year ago at Sioux 
City, Ia., of using the mails to de- 
fraud through solicitation of funds 
to aid in his supposed efforts in 
England to establish his claim to 
the estate. The Federal] Govern- 
ment charged that Hartzell col- 
lected ~$700,000 by promising con- 
tributors that they would share in 
the estate in proportion to the 
amount they gave, 


LINE'S EXECUTIVE 
INDICTED FOR FIRE 
UN MORRO CASTLE 


Henry E. Cabaud Named 


With Two Ship Officers | 


in Federal True Bills at 
New York. 


COMPANY ITSELF 
ALSO ACCUSED 


All Charged With Miscon- 
duct, Negligence and In- 
attention to Duties at 
Time of Disaster.

NEW YORK, Dec. 4.—Seven in- 
dictments growing out of the Morro 
Castle disaster were returned last 
night by a Federal grand jury 
against Acting Capt. William F. 
Warms and Chief Engineer Eben 
S. Abbott of the liner; Henry E. 


Cabaud, executive vice-president of 
the New York and Cuba Mail 
Steamship Co., and the company 
itself. 

The defendants were accused of 
misconduct, negligence and inatten- 
tion to duties which resulted in a 
heavy loss of life, and with fraud, 
neglect, connivance, misconduct or 
violation of the law which cost 
“more than 20 lives, the exact num- 
ber thereof being to the grand 
jurors unknown.” 

Department of Commerce offi- 
cials placed the death toll in the 


ship fire, which occurred Sept. 8 | 


off the New Jersey coast, at 124 
persons, passengers and crew. Other 
estimates were higher. 

The Government announced it 
would place the defendants on trial 
as soon as a- Federal Judge was 
available to hear the case. 

The indictments were preceded by 
the arrest Saturday of Warms and 
Abbott. They were charged at that 
time with misconduct, negligence 
and inattendance to duty, which 
carries a maximum penalty of 10 
years in prison and a $10,000 fine. 

Details of Indictments. 

Each of the four defendants is 
named in an individual indictment; 
Warms and Abbott are named to- 
gether in the fifth; Cabaud and the 
steamship company in the sixth; 
and all four in the seventh. 

The first indictment sets forth 
that the company chartered the 
Morro Castle and that Warms was 
first officer. It details the require- 
ments with regard to equipment, 
fire fighting apparatus, life boat 
drills and fire drills. 

Then appear allegations that mus- 
ter lists and station bills, which as- 
sign passengers and crews to sta- 
tions and to boats in case of fire, 
ship wreck or other disaster, were 
insufficient, inadequate and improp- 
er insofar as they were maintained 
on the Morro Castle under Acting 
Capt. Warms; that they were not in 
accordance with law and that not 
every person aboard was assigned 
to a life boat or a station. 

The indictments charge Warms 
knew about the alleged violations of 
law aboard the Morro Castle, and 
that although it was his duty to 
remedy and correct them he failed 
to do so. 

Warms was chief officer of the 
Morro Castle from April 8, 1931, un- 
t Sept. 7, 1934, when he succeeded 
to the office of command as acting 
captain because of the death of 
Capt. Wilmott. 

Other Charges Against Warms. 

Other allegations made against 
Warms are that he failed to ap- 
prise himself promptly as to the 
extent of the fire, that he failed to 
maneuver his ship properly, that he 
failed to provide life preservers for 
the passengers, and that he failed to 
send radio distress signals prompt- 
ly, or organize the crew for fight- 
ing the fire, control or direct them 
to stand by in life boats and rescue 
persons from the water. 

It is charged generally that mem- 
bers of the crew because of Warms’ 
alleged neglect were without dis- 
cipline or training, that they did 
not know what to do to combat the 
fire, and that panic and confusion 
resulted, leaving passengers to help 
themselves as best they could, some 
being pushed into the water. 

Accusations Against Abbott. 

The allegations against Abbott 
are similar to those made against 
Warms. He is accused of not as- 
signing his men to their posts for 
emergencies. It also is alleged that 
he failed during the fire to board 
lifeboat No. 6, of which he was sup- 
posed to be in charge, to see that 
it was manned or to go to his post 
in the engineer’s department. 

Another accuastion against Ab- 
bott is that he knew the water pres- 
sure on the fire hose was insuffi- 
cient but took no steps to remedy 
the condition, and that in neglect 
of his duties he left the Morro 
Castle in lifeboat No. 1, of which 
he did not take charge, and re- 
mained inactive until he “safely 
reached the shore near Spring 
Lake, N. J.” 

The indictments set forth that

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Appellate Judge Refuses to Order 
Justice Carew to Make Final 
Order.

NEW YORK, Dec. 4.—-The Appel- 
late Division of the New York Su- 
preme Court today refused to com- 
pel Supreme Court Justice John F. 
Carew to issue a final order grant- 
ing or dismissing the habeas corpus 
action by which Mrs. Gloria Mor- 
gan Vanderbilt sought to regain 
custody of her 10-year-old daugh- 
ter, Gloria, from Mrs. Harry Payne 
Whitney, the child’s aunt. 

The higher court held that the 
decision in its present form can ‘e 
appealed by the mother, who ap- 
plied to the court for a premptory 
mandamus to compel Justice Carew 
to issue the final order. 

Mrs. Vanderbilt contended that 
the Justice’s ruling giving Mrs. 
Whitney custody of the child five 
days out of the week and the 
mother custody over the week-end 
was not a final decision on her 
habeas action and so was not ap- 
pealable. She filed the application 
before the higher court to clarify 
the decision and provide a basis for 
an appeal from Justice Carew's 
decision.

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TO HAVE DROWNED SELF 


Clothing Found at Sewer Out- 
let Identified as That of 
George Boemker. 


George Boemker, head of a fam- 
ly of eight and without steady em- 
ployment, who is believed to have 
ended his life in the Mississippi 
River, directed, in a letter to his 
wife that his insurance be used “to 
give the children a nice Christmas.” 

Boemker’s hat and overcoat were 
turned over to police by Lewis 
Berg, 1909 East Warne avenue, who 
found the clothing on a sewer out- 
let at the foot of Ferry street Sun- 
day morning. Berg said the cloth- 
ing apparently was discarded by a 
man he saw loitering on the river 
bank. 

A stationery engineer and main- 
tenance man, Boemker lived at 
4563 North Market street with his 
wife and five of their seven chil- 
dren. Two daughters are married 
and have their own homes and a 
married son lives’ at the North 
Market street address with his wife. 
The youngest child is 12 years old. 
In the last four years Boemker 
worked infrequently and had wor- 
ried over the lack of a steady in- 
come. Several of the children work, 
and at the home today it was said 
there was no pressing need for 
funds, 

Boerker, about 52 years old, left 
home Saturday and has not re 
turned. Yesterday Mrs. Boemker 
received a letter, postmarked Sat- 
urday night, from her husband in 
which he expressed his wishes for 
a “nice Christmas,” and explained, 
“T have found tny last resting place, 
I am going to jump in the river.”

BODY OF LEADER 
TAKEN TO CAPITAL 


Thousands of Workers Pay 
Tribute as It Lies in 
State — Red Square 
Draped in Crimson and 


Black for Funeral.

MOSCOW, Dec. 4.—Thousands of 
workers massed in the snow be- 
fore the Union House today wait- 
ing to view the body of Sergei Ki- 
roff, assassinated Soviet official, 
which arrived from Leningrad this 
morning and lies in state in the 
column hall of the historic struc- 
ture, 

The old building, formerly used 
as a club for noblemen, was cov- 
ered with red and black bunting, 
as were the Opera and other im- 
portant buildings around Sverdlov 
Square and the neighboring Red 
Square. 

Kiroff’s body arrived shortly aft- 
er the Government announced the 
arrest of 71 “white Russians” or 
enemies of the Soviet, on charges 
of preparing terroristic acts against 
Soviet officials. Under a decree of 
the Central Executive Committee, 
they face speedy trials and death 
before a firing squad if convicted. 

Thirty-nine were arrested fn the 


Leningrad section and 32 in the 
Moscow area, but it was not an- 
nounced whether they were accused 
of direct complicity in the murder 
of Kiroff, secretary of the Central 
Executive Committee, at Leningrad 
Saturday. 
Amusement Places Closed. 

Theaters and other amusement 
places were closed in Moscow, in 
duplication of the intense mourn- 
ing Leningrad displayed for the mur- 
dered Communist. 

Kiroff's body will be cremated 
tomorrow. His funeral will be held 
at 6 p. m. Thursday from the steps 
of Lenin’s tomb in Red Square, 
where many victims of the Bolshe- 
vik revolution are buried beside the 
Kremlin wall. 

Intense popular indignation was 
aroused over the assassination, laid 
by authorities to Leonid Nicolieff, 
30-year-old former Soviet worker 
in Leningrad. 

The prompt action of the Govern 
ment in removing the head of the 
Commissariat of Home Affairs there 
and six of his assistants has been 
approved by workers’ organizations, 
which are demanding every possible 
pressure against those opposing the 
Communist regime. The seven offi- 
<«‘als, who were responsible for se- 
curity, will be tried on charges of 
negeligence. 

Workers’ Resolutions. 

Resolutions on the death of Kli- 
roff, passed in all parts of the U. 
S. S. R., indicate that the terroristie 
attack has intensified efforts of the 
workers to carry through the sec 
ond five-year plan in spite of sabot- 
age and other forms of opposition, 

Forty thousand miners in the re 
mote Aldan gold fields telegraphed 
their determination to exceed the 
gold quota as their answer to the 
murder. 

Shock workers on the Neva hy- 
dro-electric station, beyond the Arc- 
tic Circle, wired a pledge to com 
plete the station ahead of time and 
supply the Arctic tundra with pow- 
er. 
The Executive Committee of the 
Third Internationale sent a message 
to the Russian Communist Central 
Committee declaring Kiroff's exam- 
ple would inspire “millions of toll- 
ers and oppressed throughout the 
world for the fight against Fas 
cism.” 

Additional details of the slaying 
were announced today. A Govern- 
ment statement said Kiroff was shot 
in the back of the head with a re 
volver. fired at close range, 8s he

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Senator 


Borah, who demanded a reorgani- 
zation of the Republican party re- 
ceived a challenge today from Sen- 
fstor Couzens (Rep.), Mich.) to 
‘make the chairmanship and sug- 
gest a new platform. 

He said Borah, like Senator Reed 
of Pennsylvania, campaigned 
against aspects of the New Deal 
but “neither one was successful be- 


cause they offered no substitutes 
for the programs they criticized.” 
' The Michigan Senator’s entry 
‘into the party controversy came 
‘shortly after Henry P. Fletcher, 
chairman of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee, had flatly de- 
clined to resign at Borah’'s request. 

To step out at this time, Fletcher 
said, “would plunge the party or- 
ganization into confusion.” He 
pointed out the machinery by 
which, he said, the party could ob- 
tain new leadership if it wanted. 
| Couzens’ Stataement Surprise. 

Couzens’ statement, coming from 
one who has frequently voted with 
the party’s western independent 
-wing where demands for reorgani- 
‘zation are now arising, caused 
| some surprise. 

“I suggest,” he said, “that those 
who are supporting Mr. Borah’s 
proposal that Mr. Fietcher resign 
offer Mr. Borah the chairmanship 
of the Republican National Com- 
mittee. 

“T am just as anxious as Mr. 
Roosevelt is to have the country re- 
cover, but I do not intend to as- 
sume a destructive attitude wheth- 
er I be a Borah Republican or a 
Fletcher Republican or neither of 
these things. 

“Certain prominent Republican 
senators have been carrying on de- 
|vastating campaigns, or at least 
|they have been trying to make 
them devastating, against certain 
agencies of the New Deal. Borah 
did it in Idaho and Senator Reed 
in Pennsylvania and I can’t see 
much difference between the two. 

“No Substitutes Offered.” 

“Although these campaigns were 
made by two outstanding senators | 
whom the public regards as repre- 
senting different factions in the 
Republican party neither one was 
successful because they offered no 
substitutes for the programs they 
criticized. 

“We all admit that some of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s experiments have not 
worked. Mr. Roosevelt. himself, 
perhaps would admit that. I do 
not think even Borah and Reed 
would take the position that noth- 
ing should be done by the Govern- 
ment. And so I invite them, and es- 
pecially Senator Borah, to suggest 
a platform for what he believes 
would be an ideal Republican party. 

“Iam not at all interested in the 
'ambitions of any politicial leaders 
or political office holders. I am in- 
terested in policies and then the se- 
lection of men to carry them out. 

“Neither the Republican party 
nor any other party can draft a

“land grant colleges shall éontinue to 


take military training. 

The Supreme Court rulged yester- 
day that the schools did have the 
right to require military training 
when it upheld the suspension-from 


the Uniyersity of California of two 
students who were cofscientious 
objectors. 

In 1862, a law was passed which 
turned over to states and territor- 
ies certain public lands with the 
proviso that income from the lands 
be used to support schools teaching 
industrial and agricultural subjects. 

That law enumerated as a prin- 
cipal object of the schools the teach- 
ing of*“mijitary tactics.” ‘For de- 
cades, all the schools interpreted 
that as a mandatory instruction 
that there~must be military train- 
ing. Two-year compulsary courggs 
were established. 

The University of Wisconsin in 
1923 betame the first land grant 
educational institution to place 
military training on an optional 
basis. This example was followed 
| in June of this year by the baard 
{of regents of the third largest 
| state university, the University of 
| Minnesota, which made registration 
'in military training a matter of stu- 
dent choice beginning with the 
| present semester.

FATAL TUBERCULAR CASES 
CUT DOWN IN 20 YEARS 


Decline Is One-Third of Death Re- 
duction from Communicable Dis- 
eases, Dr. P. P. Jacobs Says. 


The reduction in the number of 
deaths from tuberculosis in the 
last 20 years comprised one-third of 
the death reduction from all cum- 
municable diseases, Dr. Philip P. 
Jacobs of New York said yester- 
day at the twenty-eighth annual 
meeting of the Tuberculosis and 
Health Society of St. Louis, at Ho- 
tel Statler. 

This reduction in tuberculosis 
deaths has been largely the result 
of effective health education, Dr. 
Paul J. Zentay, president of the 
Missouri Society for Mental Hy- 
giene, said in commenting on Dr. 
Jacobs’ speech. Education of gen- 
eral practitioners, public officials 
with control over public health 
budgets and individuals with regard 
to public health were the’ three 
principal elements in public health 
programs, Dr. Zentay said. 

Receipts of the society last year 
were $80,258, Byron Moser, treasur- 
er, reported. Expenses totaled $83,- 
745, leaving a deficit of $3487 which 
was absorbed by a surplus from the 
previous year.

The Toy Shop Guild began dis- 
tributing 30,000 toys to be used as 
Christmas presents for children of 
families on relief, in its quarters 
on the second floor of the Old 
Courthouse, yesterday.

Prof. Manley 0. Hudson Tells What 


mplished Toward 
Munitions Control 


In Report to Nye Committee He Says “Un- 
sound” Constitutional Objections to Regu- 
lating Industry Has Interfered in U. S.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.— Manley 
O. Hudson, professor of interna- 
tional law at Harvard, formerly an 


instructor at the University of Mis- 
souri, prescribed to the Nye Com- 
mittee of the Senate today a re- 
port on international regulation of 
the munitions industry which he 
had prepared as a member of the 
Permanent Court of Arbitration at 
The Hague. 

“In 1922,” he said, “a League of 
Nations committee framed a vigor- 
ous statement of the objections that 
are raised to uncontrolled private 
manufacture. It enumerated as 
current objections that armament 
firms have fomented war scares, 
have bribed officials, have disse- 
minated false reports, have sought 
to control the press and have stim- 
ulated races in building armaments. 
The statement has since been wide- 
ly quoted throughout the world. An 
eminent Frenchman known as ‘Per- 
tinax’ has recently attributed to me 
a share of the authorship of this 
statement, accusing me of having 
invented the objections out of 
whole cloth. The responsibility for 
the statement was that of the 
League of Nations committee, and 
whether sound or not, the objec- 
tions stated have been made, and 
are being made today throughout 
the world. 


Record of Failures. 

“For 13 years efforts have been 
under way at Geneva to remedy 
the. situation which leads to these 
objections. One has only to look 
at the history of these efforts to see 
how the world’s thought has moved 
forward during this period. The 
first international legislation at- 
tempted was the St. Germain treaty 
on trade in arms of 1919. The fail- 
ure of that attempt was due to the 
attitude of our Government. While 
that treaty was a big step forward 
in its day, it now seems a_ very 
milk-and-water affair. Then a 
great conference was held in Ge- 
neva in 1925, to draw up a new 
treaty on trade in arms, but the 
Geneva treaty in 1925 has not been 
brought into force. Our own Sen- 
ate took almost nine years before 
giving consent to its ratification. 
“Throughout this périod, a con- 
test has waged over the abolition 
of private manufacture of arms and 
munitions. The French Government 
has persistently advocated abolition, 
recently with strong support from 
Denmark, Poland and Spain. The 
Belgian, British, German, Italian 
and Japanese Governments have op- 
posed abolition, and our own Gov- 
ernment has lent support to them. 
In our case, however, all efforts to 


deal with manufacture were ob- 
structed down to 1932, because our 
representatives said that under the 
Constitution our Government lacked 
the power. Fortunately, that un- 
sound position has been abandoned. 
“A Step Forward.” 
“Under President Roosevelt we 
have now taken the lead in the 
whole effort. Two weeks ago we 
proposed a treaty dealing with both 
trade and manufacture, subjecting 
them to rigid license and extensive 
publicity, and providing for an in- 
ternational commission to see _ that 
the treaty is not violated. The pro- 
posal represents the high-water 
mark of this post-war effort. If 
such a treaty could be put into ef- 
fect by the principal producing na- 
tions, and if it could be properly 
implemented by national legislation, 
it would constitute a great step for- 
ward.” 
The position formerly taken by 
the State Department on the con- 
stitutional treaty powers of the 
Government pronounced “thorough- 
ly unsound” by Dr. Hudson was 
maintained during the period when 
Charles Evans Hughes was Secre- 
tary of State. He is now Chief Jus- 
tice of the United States—presiding 
over the court which has the final 
voice on all questions of constitu- 
tional law. 
Dr. Hudson credited Henry L. 
Stimson, Secretary of State in 
President Hoover’s Cabinet, with 
reversing the department’s attitude. 
“IT am not proud of the record 
which we made prior to that time,” 
he said. “We persistently opposed 
the abolition of the private manu- 
facture of arms, standing in that 
respect together with Great Britain, 
Japan and Italy. The French have 
consistently stood for abolition.” 
Asked whether a single Govern- 
ment, acting alone, could success- 
fully and safely abolish the pri- 
vate manufacture of arms, Dr. Hud- 
son replied: “Soviet Russia has 
done so.” 


Embargo and Its Effect. 

When Dr. Hudson alluded to the 
State Department's order forbidding 
the sale in this country of arms to 
Bolivia and Paraguay as an “em- 
bargo,” and pronounced it “a pro- 
gressive step,” Senator Clark of 
Missouri informed him that evi- 
dence already before the commit- 
tee showed that the order had not 
stopped a single shipment of arms. 
American munitions makers simply 
transferred their orders to their 
foreign affiliates, he pointed out.» 
The witness praised the British 
system under which foreign ship- 
ments of arms may only be made 
under a Government license. It 


showed, he said, the possibilities of 
control. 


CHINESE RED ARMIES LEAVING

clairified an obscure situation § in 
Kiangsi Province which had caused 
maneuvering of American and Brit- 
ish gunboats and the virtual evacu- 
ation by foreign missionaries of 
Wuchow. 

It appeared that the Communist 
threat against Wuchow was a feint, 
partly to obtain food and ammuni- 
tion, and partly to cover the pas- 
sage of the main Communist body 
into Kweichow. Several scattered 
parties of reds were left to follow 
the main body, but it was estimated 
that two-thirds of the Communist 
hordes from Kiangsi and Fulkien 
provinces have now reached Kwei- 
chow. 

With the movement of Commun- 
ist hordes to the westward the “re- 
public within a republic,” which had 
existed for six years in Kiangsi is 
thought to be near extinction.- The 
westward movement of enemies of 
the Nanking Government is ex- 
pected to be carried to Szechuan 
Province in West Central China.

NEAR MEXICO, D. F., CLOSED 


Order, Issued by Governor, Said to 
Have Originated With Presi- 
dent Cardenas.

MEXICO, D. F., Dec. 4.—The 
“Foreign Club,” huge gambling 
Casino, completed a few months 
ago at a cost of more than $500,000, 
was closed last night by order of 
the Governor of the State of Mex- 
ico. The Casino is just outside the 
Federal district and had attracted 
hundreds of thousands of visitors. 

It was reported that the order 
originated with President Lazaro 
Cardgenas, who is known to oppose 
gambling, and also that it was based 
on complaints of merchants that 
their sales have dropped sharply 
since the club opened.

AT HEARING TONEW 
ANTI - SMOKE BILL 


Business Men, Property 
Owners and Engineers 
Say Present Law Hasn’t 
Had Fair Trial. 


A new and more drastic smoke 
abatement ordinance, brought up 
in the Board of Aldermen for the 
third time within a year, was taken 
under advisement by the alder- 
manic Public Safety Committee, 
following a public hearing yester- 
day. 

Representatives of business and 
property owners’ interests and of 
stationary engineers opposed the 
measure at the hearing, asserting 
the existing smoke law had not 
been given a fair trial and had not 
been properly enforced. 

The new bill was drawn by a 
citizens’ committee appointed by 
Mayor Dickmann, headed by Ray- 
mond R. Tucker, then an associate 
professor of engineering at Wash- 
ington University and now the 
Mayor’s secretary. It was intro- 
duced in the last regular alder- 
manic session and again in last 
summer’s special session, but died 
without action both times. 


The Principal Opposition. 


P. S. Trowbridge, appearing for 
the Merchants & Manufacturers’ 
Association, expressed the princi- 
pal opposition to the bill. He said 
j it was not practical and would not 
accomplish the desired result; also, 
that there was no need to abandon 
the present law “until there has 
been some determined effort 
towards smoke abatement under its 
provisions.” Two editorials from 
the Post-Dispatch, concerning the 
difficulty of making householders 


quoted by Trowbridge. 

He objected to authority the new 

bill would give the city to seal 
boilers and furnaces of homes where 
excessive smoke has been pro- 
duced. The present law exempts 
homes and small apartments from 
the sealing provision. Trowbridge 
declared the salaries of $6000 and 
$4000, respectively, for the proposed 
Commissioner of Smoke Regulation 
and his deputy, were too high. 
Various other provisions of the 
measure, relating to inspection fees, 
which would range from $1 to $20, 
and to detailed application of the 
code, were criticised by Trowbridge. 
He said some of the worst smoke 
was produced by the municipal pow- 
er plant at City Sanitarium and the 
Cahokia generating station of Union 
Electric Light & Power Co. across 
the river. 
Clarence C. Lang, executive sec- 
retary of the Real Estate Ex- 
change, said the present law should 
be enforced. Harry F. Kline of the 
International Union of Operating 
Engineers and J. L. Cooper of the 
Stationary Engineers’ Union said 
the new bill would be in the in- 
terest of the Union Electric Com- 
pany by fostering abandonment of 
private power plants. Kline also 
thought the object was to “give 
somebody a good job,” while the 
city had been “sending exbartend- 
ers around to tell licensed men 
how to fire boilers.” 


Those in Favor of Bill. 


Dr. George T. Moore, president 
of the Citizens’ Smoke Abatement 
League and director of Shaw’s 
Garden, agreed to some amend- 
ments suggested by Trowbridge, 
but thought the bill should be 
passed. He said it was more eco- 
nomical to burn coal smokelessly. 
Hugh Miller, State engineer of 
the PWA, appearing for the Smoke 
Abatement League, said an ultimate 
solution might be to take over 
the existing gas system at a fair 
valuation and conduct a municipal 
gas- and coke plant. He insisted 
the smoke problem was technical- 
ly possible of solution. James E. 
King of the General Council on 
Civic Needs also favored the bill. 

The measure would set up a 
separate smoke regulation division, 
with an advisory and appeal board

INCREASE IN APPLICATIONS 
FOR AMERICAN CITIZENSHIP 


Cut of 50 Pct. in Fees Followed by 
Rise in Number Seeking 
First Papers.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Bar- 
gain prices for citizenship papers 
have brought a rush of applications 
from Aliens. Last spring fees 
were cut 50 per cent, now Labor De- 
partment figures, show there were 
13,886 more applications for “first 
papers” from May through Septem- 
ber than in the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1933. 

“First papers” are officially called 


“declaration of intention” to  be- 
come a citizen. The increase in 
“second papers” applications was 


even greater, 15,983. “Second pa- 
pers,” when granted, confer citi- 
zenship. Reports from the West

BELA KUN, DISGUISED AS 
WOMAN, REPORTED IN DENMARK 


Said to Be in Copenhagen in Ef- 
fort to “Ginger Up” Communist 
Movement.

COPENHAGEN, Denmark, Dec. 
4. — Bela Kun, famous Hungarian 
Communist, was reported today to 
be visiting in Denmark disguised as a 
woman, but police said they were 
unable to find him—or “her.” 
Newspapers said Kun was here 
to “ginger up” the Communist 
movement and had spent several 
days as the guest of a radical uni- 
versity professor, always under the 
protection of a Young Communist 
bodyguard. 
Bela Kun headed a brief Com- 
munist Hungarian Government in 
1919. Opposition forces, including 
an army commanded by Admiral 
Horthy, finally forced him to flee. 
He has spent most of the succeed- 
ing years in Russia, although he 
was arrested in Portugal and in 
Vienna on charges of political plot- 
ting in 1925 and 1928, respectively. 


Bank of Brazil Restricts Exchange.

would not grant sterling exchange 
for imports from Great Britain and 
would grant only 46 per cent of dol- 
lar exchange on imports from the 
United States.

LAWYERS’ DISCIPLINARY 
BUARD ASSUMES DUTIES 


Has Enlarged Powers Under 
New Rules to Prosecute for 
Unethical Conduct, 


The four members of the new St. 
Louis Bar Disciplinary Committee, 


appointed recently by the Missouri 
Supreme Court, were sworn yester- 
day by Circuit Judge Ryan. With 
enlarged powers under the Court's 
new rules, they will take over the 
work of the St. Louis Bar Associa- 
tion’s Grievance Committee in in- 
vestigating and prosecuting com- 
plaints of unethical or unprofession- 
al conduct against lawyers. 

“I am very happy to administer 
this oath,” Judge Ryan said, while 
other lawyers in his courtroom re- 
mained standing, “and I am sure 
that each member of this commit- 
tee will faithfully and fairly carry 
out the very important duties im- 
posed on him by our Supreme 
Court.” 

Chairman’s Statement. 

Samuel H. Liberman, chairman 
of the committee, one of 38 similar 
bodies appointed for the State’s 38 
judicial circuits, issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

“The standards of conduct em- 
bodied in the new rules are neither 
new nor revolutionary. They have 
existed for generations, and have 
been, and are being, observed by 
the overwhelming majority of law- 
yers. 

“The disciplinary powers con- 
tained in the rules are intended 
solely to provide a more effective 
means of eliminating improper ac- 
tivities of that small minority of 
lawyers whose practices subject all 
lawyers to criticism and tend to 
bring the legal profession into dis- 
repute. 

“By the creation of these bar 
committees, the Supreme Court of 
Missouri has served notice that it 
will not tolerate on the part of any 
lawyer abuse of the privilege it 
conferred on him when it issued a 
license to him and thereby made 
him an officer of the Court.

FRENCH CABINET APPROVES 
WHEAT CROPL IMITATION 


Sends to Parliament Premier’s Pro- 
posal to Use $100,000,000 in Buy- 
ing Up Surplus. 

PARIS, Dec. 4-—The French 
Cabinet today approved and sent to 
Parliament Premier Flandin’s $100,- 
000,000 plan to remove the surplus 
wheat crop from the market. 

The bill authorizes the Govern- 
ment to buy the crop surplus for 
sale abroad or to be denatured for 
livestock feed. The cost of the plan 
eventually would be defrayed by a 
12% cent a bushel tax on the sales 
of growers. 

Farmers would be forbidden to 
sow more than their average for the 
past three years and may be for- 
bidden to market wheat of poor 
quality. The Government may also 
limit the sales of all farmers who 
harvested more than 366 bushels 
last year. 

The proposal reserves to the Gov- 
ernment the right to maintain a 
minimum wheat price not exceeding 
$1.75 a bushel for three months to 
prevent collapse of the market.

Oceanic & Oriental Naviga- 
tion Co.’s Pacific Con- 
tracts $1,660,000 Above 
Cost of Its Vessels.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Figures 
were presented at the Government's 


ocean mail inquiry yesterday in an 
effort to show that the Oceanic & 
Oriental Navigation Co. had re- 
ceived on its four mail contracts 
$1,660,664 in excess of the price 
paid to the Shipping Board for the 


21 ships used on four routes in- 
volved. 
The line, owned by the Matson 


Navigation Co. and the Americans 
Hawiian Co., holds ocean mail cone 
tracts covering routes from Los 
Angeles to New Zealand and Aus- 
tralia, and from San Francisco té 
North and South China. 

W. C. O’Brien, Government coune 
sel, presented dozens of letters be- 
tween Matson and O. & O. officers, 
the Shipping Board and the Post- 
office Department, bearing on the 
award of the contracts. 

One document, the minutes of 
the Inter-Departmental Committee 
on Mail Contracts, contained a 
statement by the late T. T. C. Grege 
ory, attorney for the Matson Line, 
to the effect that the Matson come 
pany had agreed with the Dollar 
Line to divide the Pacific trade, 
Matson was not to enter the Phil- 
ippine trade and in return Dollar 
was not to enter the Australia-New 
Zealand trade. 

Figures offered by Government 
attorneys showed the O. & O. line 
bought 21 ships, of between 5500 
and 17,500 gross tons, from the 
Shipping Board in 1928 for $1,981,- 
755.50, being allowed a discount 
from the unrestricted price asked 
of $4,080,600 because it agreed to 
maintain New Zealand, Australian 
and North and South China routes 
for five years. In obtaining mail 
contracts it obligated itself to main- 
tain the lines for an additional five 
years. 

During the period 1928 to June 
30, 1934, the company received $1l,- 
825,672.50 from mail contracts on 
the New Zealand and Australian 
routes and $1,816,747.50 on its China 
routes.

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SETTLEMENT OF THE SAAR ISSUE. 

A great load of anxiety is lifted from harassed 
Europe with the signing of the Franco-German 
agreement on the Saar Basin issue. If the matter 
can actually be carried out as outlined in the terms 
of the understanding reached at Rome, a problem 
that might have led to war in Europe, with world- 
wide ramifications, will be solved. 

It was reported last week that France, under the 
conciliatory leadership of Foreign Minister Laval, 
had decided to adopt a hands-off policy in the forth- 
coming plebiscite. France, it was said, would end 
her activities toward seeking a vote for continued 
League rule of the territory, as against return to 
Germany. (The third proposal on the ballot, annex- 
ation to France, was regarded by all parties as an 
impossibility.) 

France’s decision was a wise move in the path of 
conciliation. Had the territory voted for return to 
Germany, the Nazis would have made capital of 
France’s obstructionist attempts. Had the people 
voted for the status quo, Hitler’s impetuous follow- 
ers would have bitterly assailed France, and might 
have attempted to seize the region by force. The 
present agreement in effect declares an end to both 
French obstructionism and Nazi impetuosity. 

Germany’s pledge of equal rights to Saar inhab- 
intants should reassure many of those who, though 
pro-German, were against joining Hitler’s Germany. 
Its wording refers only to “language, race and re- 
ligion,” however, and might well be amplified by 
inclusion of political beliefs. Many an anti-Nazi in 
the Saar feared he would vote himself into a con- 
centration camp by casting a ballot for return to 
the Fatherland. The Nazis’ record of failure to keep 
previous promises will make it necessary for em- 
phatic statements from Berlin to amplify this pledge 
before the doubters in the Saar can be won over. 
The agreement that Germany will pay France $59,- 
400,000 and 11,000,000 tons of coal for the mines 
in the Saar is designed to settle the point that threat- 
ened to be a grave obstacle to peace even after the 
region voted for return to the Reich. France had 
demanded payment in gold, as provided in the Ver- 
sailles Treaty; Germany had insisted she could not 
make such payment, owing to exhaustion of her re- 
serves. 

The present agreement, according to news dis- 
patches, is on “a method of payment which will not 
interfere with Germany’s foreign exchange,’ appar- 
ently some species of barter. More details on this 
point will be awaited with interest. And presumably 
Germany will explain why she can agree to make 
this large payment to France while pleading inabil- 
ity to meet the interest payments due on- her bonds, 
a policy which has resulted in several stern notes 
from the American State Department. 

Details remain to be adjusted, of course, but those 
still unsettled relate chiefly to the trade relations 
of the Saar itself. That region is so situated and so 
endowed that it needs trade with both France and 
Germany in order to enjoy prosperity. The present 
understanding, on a far knottier problem, will en- 
courage hope that a trade agreement may be ar- 
ranged between the two nations. 

The Saar has long been a pawn of international 
intrigue. Thoroughly German, it was wrested from 
the Reich for the 15-year period only as a measure 
of French revenge, imposed on the Versailles con- 
ferees. Its return to Germany in time was inevitable, 
and the plebiscite would have been comparatively 
free from controversy had not Germany meanwhile 
gone under the Nazi dictatorship. 

In his recent book, “The Saar Struggle,’ Michael 
T. Florinsky of Columbia University reaches the fol- 
lowing conclusion on this matter, on the basis of his 
close-up survey of the problem: 

Reunion with Germany, with all its tragic con- 
sequences, which I have no desire to minimize, 
has nevertheless one important virtue, that of 
finality. It will be acclaimed in Germany and 
be received with genuine feelings of relief by a 
large body of French public opinion which is 
only too anxious to remove the possibility of a 
repetition of the events of 1914-18. 

The Saar is not a national problem in France. 
The Saarkampf (struggle) both in Germany and 
in the territory will be brought to an end, and 
with it will terminate long political uncertainty. 
... It is unquestionable that it will remove from 
the map of Europe one of its danger spots and 
therefore smooth the thorny path that may lead 
to international co-operation. 

The fate of the Saarlanders may well be less pleas- 
ant under the German tyranny and economic need. 
But, if that be the decision, it will be by their own 
vote. And the new agreement, apparently removing 
the barriers for a vote favorable to Germany, will 


make the European outlook far more favorable.

WRITE YOUR OWN SERMON. 
The Denver mint robbery was a crime sensation of 
1922. The loot was $200,000; one guard was killed; 
the three robbers escaped. For 12 years, the holdup 
remained unsolved, and only now is it learned, after 
long investigation by Federal agents and the Denver 
police, that seven persons were involved. By normal 
life expectancy, most of these seven would be alive 
today. Seven average law-abiding citizens who re- 
ceived around $30,000 apiece would doubtless be 
found living lives of peaceful comfort a dozen years 
after the event. 
It was otherwise with these seven criminals. 
Five of them are dead; the two others are serving 
life terms for other crimes. The two women involved 
were shot and burned to death in an automobile. One 
of the men was found riddled with bullets, his body 
frozen, a short time after the holdup. The circum- 
stances of the two other deaths are not stated. 
We resist the temptation to moralize about the 
consequences of a criminal career, as shown by what 
happened to this group from the underworld. The 
facts state the case sufficiently. 
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RADIO SUGGESTION. 
Many proposals are going the rounds for long- 
range improvement of the radio. To these should be 
added one of immediate concern, regarding the con- 
flicting time of high-grade programs. For instance, 
listeners to St. Louis stations had to choose among 
four programs of fine music in the hour between 7 
and 8 p. m. Sunday. Station KSD offered a distin- 
guished cast in “Rigoletto”; KMOX had the Detroit 
Symphony; KWK the NBC Symphony with Werner 


Janssen conducting; WIL the New York Civic Sym- 


phony. Many music lovers would have liked to hear 


all four programs, and faced a dilemma in their 


choice. Those listeners who do not care for this type 
of music probably felt equally aggrieved, Two of 
these concerts have been broadcast at 7 since the fall 
season began; the others have just been added. 

Whether all these excellent programs come at that

On behalf 
of many in the radio audience, we ask: Is it not 
possible to arrange these programs in sequence rath- 
er than all at one hour? 
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A NEW ERA IN MISSOURI. 

With the appointment by the State Supreme Court 
of the 38 judicial district disciplinary committees 
which are to administer the new code of rules for 
the practice of law in Missouri, a new era begins. 

Few reforms in the State are so essential to the re- 
generation of society as this one is. The malpractice 
of law had become at last so widespread and so em- 
boldened by public apathy that the most powerful 
practitioners in the profession were oftentimes the 
most venal. Time and again, reputable lawyers under- 
took to purify the profession. All these men realized 
the social peril of permitting a lawyer to abuse his 
privilege as an officer of the court and prostitute 
his profession to the subversion of justice. 

There is a turning point in all things, and so there 
was in this. The break came after the defeat in the 
last session of the Missouri Legislature of a proposal 
to incorporate the bar. The State Bar Association, 
the St. Louis Bar Association and the Kansas City 
Bar Association all threw their weight on the side 
of this proposal. Its weakness was that not all its 
opponents condoned unethical practice. There was a 
genuine fear upon the part of some of the leaders 
in the profession that what was proposed might re- 
sult in an even greater abuse than the one it sought 
to correct. 

It was the Supreme Court of Missouri that indi- 

cated the way out. In the Richards case, the court 
pointed to its inherent regulatory powers over the 
bar. The Missouri Bar Association was quick to 
act upon this suggestion. It proposed that the court 
appoint a committee to formulate rules for the regu- 
lation of the bar which the court could indorse. This 
was done. The code went into effect Nov. 1. 
What the spirit of this new movement is like may 
be judged from a public announcement made by the 
St. Louis committee upon taking the oath of office. 
The committee, which consists of four members of 
the Grievance Committee of the St. Louis Bar As- 
sociation, appealed to the people to inform it of un- 
professional acts by lawyers. In the opinion of this 
local body, no such reform can succeed without the 
support of the people. Thus: 


The members of the Bar Committee for St. 
Louis fully appreciate their responsibility to the 
courts of this State, to the public and to the 
bar, and they pledge their best efforts to the vig- 
orous enforcement of the rules. 

In this, they cannot hope to be completely suc- 
cessful unless they receive the whole-hearted co- 
operation of the public and of the bar at large. 
To this end, any person, layman or lawyer, hav- 
ing a knowledge of improper professional con- 
duct on the part of any lawyer in the City of 
St. Louis should communicate the facts to the 
Bar Committee or any of its members. 


No such code, however great its aspirations, can 
be better than its administration. The vast majority 
of lawyers are above the practices which have at 
last brought their profession to its own defense. 
Lawyers all over the United States have been saying 
for years that the purification of the bar must pre- 
cede any hope of doing anything about the great 
crime problem in America or any promise of redeem- 
ing the people from that demoralization which has 
for so long afflicted the nation. The criminal has 
enjoyed with us an immunity which appalls all other 
civilized nations. 

One by one the states fall into line and move to 
the common end of a purified bar, a bar purged of 
the lawyer-criminal, a bar cleansed of that scala- 
waggery for which every reputable lawyer in Amer- 
ica has blushed. Yesterday began this new era in 
St. Louis. 
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SNOW? 

Reports that snow has appeared within 100 miles 
of St. Louis strike us oddly. Did they say snow? 

We have had so many winters hereabouts with 
nothing but sootfall that anything as clean and beau- 
tiful as snow seems to us fantastic, a figment of the 
imagination, or such stuff as dreams are made on. 

Yet they will have it that snow actually blocked 
the highways out in Southwest and Western Mis- 
sourl. Reading those stories, we could hear sleigh- 
bells, see snow men, conjure up the spectacle of 
children pelting one another with snowballs. 

We will believe it when we 
see it. 
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THE SUPREME COURT ON MILITARY TRAINING. 
In an opinion written by Justice Butler and con- 
curred in by the eight other members, the United 
States Supreme Court has affirmed the action of the 
University of California in ousting two students who 
refused to take the required course in military train- 
ing. The effect of this is to sanction the common 
practice of land grant colleges and universities in 
demanding two years of dril] by their able-bodied 
men students as a prerequisite to graduation. 

There is nothing in the decision, however, which 
says that the Morrill Act of 1862, providing for land 
grant institutions, requires them to make military 
training compulsory. The court says, in effect, that 
these institutions may or may not require military 
training. The court does not say that the Federal 
law imposes an obligation on them to require mili- 
tary training. 
As a result of this decision, the status of mill- 
tary training becomes a matter of educational pol- 
icy at each land grant institution. If the people of 
Missouri and Illinois want military training on a 
compulsory basis in Columbia and Urbana, they have 
the right to it under the law and the court’s inter- 
pretation. On the other hand, the universities of 
Wisconsin and Minnesota have an equal right to 
offer military training as an optional course to be 
taken only by those who desire it. 
The belief of the Post-Dispatch is now what it has 
been in the past. The question whether a univer- 


sity student should take military training ought to 


be decided by the student. It is wasteful to spend 
the money of the Government on students who do 


not intend to go into the Reserve Corps. The Su- 
Preme Court has clarified the issue. With this ac- 
complished, the campaign to make military training 


optional on the campuses will doubtless go on with 
new impetus.

Prohibition has steadily lost ground in states since Federal dry era ended, indicating 
view of people, writer says; repeal, however, has fallen short as revenue producer, 
failed to lower prices, improve quality of liquor, end bootlegging or reduce en- 
forcement costs; high taxes seen as critical issue, awaiting action by Congress.

EPEAL’S first birthday is at hand. It 
R v2: not been a happy year for the young- 

ster or for the nation that hailed so 
jubilantly the moment of its birth—5:3242 
p. m., Dec. 5, 1933, as it is set down in the 
meticulous records of the State Department, 
More than its share of first-year ills have 
beset repeal, and still beset it. 

With the fact of repeal, the country has 
been completely content. It is so content 
that the process still goes heartily on. Last 
month, six states followed the example of 
Neal Dow’s own Maine and expunged con- 
stitutional or statutory enactments of pro- 
hibition. Twenty-nine states now are wet. 
Seven others will complete their legislative 
procedure in January, and an -eighth in 
April. Four-fifths of the people of the Unit- 
ed States live in wet states. 

Of the operation of repeal, a different story 
must be set down. It has fallen short of 
even the lowest estimates of its possibilities 
as a source of public revenue. It has had no 
measurable effect on prices to the consumer 
—for really aged liquors, bootleg rates of 
the upper brackets prevail. It has done little 
to improve quality—only 25,850,000 gallons 
of whisky were in bonded warehouses a year 
ago; all the rest has been from one to 11 
months old. It has opened to the illicit 
distiller a market rich and unexpected. It 
is costing almost as much for enforcement 
as prohibition did and, so far, at least, meet- 


ing with just about the same success. 
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Estimates of the national and state taxes 
that spirits would pay under repeal were in- 
numerable. The estimate which carried 
the weight of greatest authority and was 
the most conservative was made at the joint 
hearings of the Senate Finance Committee 
and the House Ways and Means Committee 
by the President’s Interdepartmental Com- 
mittee. Its reckoning was $170,000,000. 

The results have occasioned both disap- 
pointment and concern. Receipts to Dec. 
1 will pass $130,000,000, but not much more. 
The estimate, then, will be only 78 per cent 
realized. 

The problem of prices to the consumer, as 
well as of quality, arises principally from 
the fact that when repeal came, we were, 
in effect, without a source of legitimate sup- 
ply. Legal whisky with any pretension to 
age forthwith went to a premium price. It 
continues to command that premium, but 
the time is rapidly approaching when none 
of it will remain on public sale—three 
months from now, perhaps, no whisky 16 
or more years old will be available. There 
can be no question that the time is close 
when all the legal whisky of American man- 
ufacture that is to be had will be less than 
two years, probably less than one year, old. 

With imposts from $16 to $20 a case, im- 
ported spirits have played small part—a 
wholly unexpectedly small part—in consump- 
tion since repeal. The official forecast was 
that 20,000,000 gallons would come in; in 
10 months, actual receipts were 9,289.117 
gallons, which is at the rate of 11,000,000 for 
the year. And at the end of September, 
46.2 per cent of this remained in bond. 

The situation made it inevitable that the 
bootlegger should remain at his trade and 
carry it to even greater heights. 

Two-thirds of the “hard” liquor drunk in 
the United States today is of illicit manufac- 


ture. The evidence is that illicit manufac- 
ture is as widespread and as active as un- 
der prohibition. Except on the legal whisky 
that may be used for blending with their 
own product, these manufacturers pay no 
taxes. They are not “organized” as they 
were before 1933, and their costs of protec- 
tion are correspondingly lower. There is 
every reason to believe that, in the bulk, 
their earnings are substantially greater than 
in pre-repeal days. 

Durirg the first 11 months of repeal, 10,239 
stills were seized by regulative inspectors of 
the Bureau of Industrial Alcohol and the 
Alcohol Tax Unit, which succeeded it last 
May. For 7017 of these stills, there was a 
rated capacity of 1,138,134 gallons. With them 
were seized 730,261 gallons of spirits. 

The illicit distiller is the great barrier 
in the way of success for repeal; on that, 
there is hearty agreement. There is agree- 
ment, too, on all the measures that have 
been devised to thwart him—save one, tax- 
ation. Not even the differences of opinion 
over prohibition were sharper than the di- 


vergences upon this question. 
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Secretary of the Treasury Henry Morgen- 
thau Jr., is resolutely opposed to any low- 
ering of present taxes, whether upon do- 
mestic or imported goods. He is under no 
illusions as to the extent, and the menace, 
of illicit manufacture, His confidence is 
firm, nevertheless, in the efficacy of the 
regulative inspectors of his Alcohol Tax 
Unit and the steadily increasing percentage 
of convictions they are obtaining. 

Director Choate, of the FACA, is as con- 
vinced in his opinion that the problem can- 
not be solved by police methods. 

“You can bring about neither any reform 
of drinking habits,” he says, “nor any in- 
crease in revenue, nor any reduction of law- 
lessness by keeping the law-abiding dealer 
within bounds, so long as the bootlegger is 
able to give service which you will not al- 
low the legitimate maker or seller to render. 

“The bootlegger can be beaten only by 
using every possible law enforcement effort 
—including the mobilizing of public opinion 
in favor of law enforcement—and then, in 
addition, exerting all the forces of economic 
warfare. If we could enable the legal indus- 
try to serve the customer as cheaply and at 
all times as much to his satisfaction as the 
bootlegger, it would drive the illegal trade 
out of existence in a twinkling. 

“Is it not plain that, with taxes which 
constitute as much as two-thirds of the cost 
of the cheaper legal] whiskies, a large tax 
reduction might actually increase, rather 
than diminish, revenue? Such a reduction 
did just that in 1868, and it can do it again, 

“Tax reduction is often opposed by the 
argument that as long as there is any tax, 
the bootlegger can undersell the legal deal- 
er. This just isn’t go. 

“The legal industry can carry moderate 
taxes and still win the economic war. Aid 
it with efficient law enforcement, and the 
enemy can be wiped out.” 

The coming session of Congress may bring 
this problem of taxation to an issue. In the 
meantime, illicit manufacture must remain 
the chief ill that afflicts repeal. Cure it, and 
repeal will go on to lusty cmiidhood and 
manhood. Fail to cure it, an@ one man’s 
vision of the future is as clear as another's.

PULITZERFISTORY PRIZE 
WINNER IN ST. LOUIS 


Herbert Agar Thinks Return of 
Small Business Man Would 
Help in U. S., 


Herbert Agar, who won the 1934 
Pulitzer Prize for History with a 
book on America written in its en- 
tirety in the British Museum, was 
in St. Louis yesterday on a lecture 
tour on which he is re-discovering 
his native country. 

Although he has a half dozen pre- 


pared lectures on such topics as 
“What England Wants From Amer- 
ica” and on the ‘lives of the six 
Presidents he treated fully in his 
prize-winning book, he is much 
more anxious to excite interest in 
“the way America can get out of 
its present dilemma and preserve 
its democracy.” 

After outlining, in an interview, 


countries “economic democracy had 
become divorced from the political 
forms of democracy after the war,” 
he said that he thought America 
must again combine the two to get 
out of its present difficulties. 

“The only other alternatives,” he 
said, “are, of course, Fascism, with 
both political and economic democ- 
racy thrown away, and Commun- 
ism, with all economic power con- 
centrated in the State. For Amer- 
ica, the only real alternative would 
be Fascism because Communism as 
a political possibility is remote 
here.” 

Would Break Down Combines. 

To get economic democracy, Agar 
said, would mean a breakdown of 
the big interests and a return of 
property to the small owners. “That 
was America’s original conception 
ofedemocracy,” he said, “and that 
is the one to which we should re- 
turn.” He said he thought the TVA 
with its building of small power 
plants was a step in the direction 
of educating American people to 
this concept. But he does not favor 
Government ownership and at heart 
is a conservative. 

Agar was in England attached 
to the American Embassy and writ- 
ing for English weeklies when he 
wrote “The People’s Choice,” which 
subsequently won him the Pulitzer 
Prize. The book is a discussion of 
American Presidents from Wash- 
ington to Harding. 

He was “never so surprised in 
his life” as when he was notified

- Are you robbing him of his 
self-confidence? His peace of 
mind? Are you giving him unat- 
|tainable ideals and unhealthy at- 
titudes toward life? Are you train- 
ing him to be selfish, self-centered 
and egotistical? 

If you are, you’re doing it un- 
intentionally, of course. But it 
might be well to stop, take inven- 
tory and examine both yourself and 
your child. The task of being a 
parent grows more complicated 
daily and since even psychologists 
wrangle among themselves, there 
is nothing much to guide you ex- 
cept your own common sense. 

“I pity a child raised by the 
book,” says the Rev. Raphael C. 
McCarthy, 8.J., professor of psy- 
chology at St. Louis University. 
“Psychologists are fond of prescrib- 
ing what should be done and what 
should not be done, but they dis- 
agree on so many points. I once 
saw a picture on a magazine cover, 
showing a mother with her young 
son turned over her knee. About 
her feet were scattered parts of a 
clock. In one hand she held a hair- 
brush, poised for action, and in the 
other a book on child psychology 
in which she was looking for the 
rule which applied to the situa- 
tion. That is the way a great many 
modern mothers are raising their 
children—by the book—but it can't 
be done. Intelligence is the best 
rule to follow and hard and fast 
rules can’t be set down because no 
two situations are alike. 


“Our unscientific mothers and fa- 
thers didn’t do such a bad job of 
bringing up their offspring, but 
rules applied in those days don't 
hold good now. 

“The task of successfully raising 
children today is more difficult 
than it was in the past. Modern

Youngsters Raised by the Book Won't 
Get Very Far, Says St. Louis 
Psychologist.

ship; it may be just a form of self- 
ishness. ; 

“Hiow often we see a child hold 
the center of interest in a group 
and listen to his mother, in hushed 
tones of admiration, declare that 
he is a ‘born leader.’ This attitude 
of pride on his mother’s part makes 
him feel that it is worthwhile to re- 
peat the performance and ‘epetition 
leads to habit. But if the habit is 
not broken in childhood, it is just 
one more step toward failure later. 

“And there is a natural tempta- 
tion to display the pretty child or 
the bright one. But it is harmful 
to the one singled out for special 
attention; he is apt to become self- 
satisfied and the others are made 
to feel neglected and this some- 
times leaves permanent bad effects, 
Many lives have been ruined be- 
cause a child was continually hu- 
miliated by being compared to a 
brother or sister, brighter or more 
attractive.” 


Father McCarthy says children 
often come to the conclusion that 
it does not pay to be good. They 
reason that being good only leads 
to neglect, so to attract attention 
they do things to focus interest on 
themselves, and thus set up a habit 
which may cause them to be un- 


fe 


children are raised in less favor- 
able environment and they must 
be fitted to take their place in a 
more complicated world. The speed 
of the day, license allowed the 
young, lessened influence of the 
home, are just a few of the things 
that increase the responsibility of 
parenthood. In our complex civiliza- 
tion, knowledge or ability does not 
guarantee achievement. The pos- 
sessor of knowledge or ability, must 
also have a healthy estimate of 
himself. And this healthy estimate 
must be formed during the plastic 
years of childhood. And that is 
where parents often start in train- 
ing their children for failure.” 


ATHER McCARTHY believes 
F tna confidence in self, peace 

of mind and a_ well-balanced 
personality outweigh high individ- 
ual] attainments. And he warns that 
children should not be given unat- 
tainable ideals. 

“You can’t make a pint hold 
more than a pint,” reasoned Father 
McCarthy. “Take the facts as they 
are. If your child does not make 
the grades you expect of him in 
school, perhaps he is not capable. 
Don’t nag him, or shame him, It 
will only tend to develop an in- 
feriority complex in him. Make 
sure that he is doing all he is ca- 
pable of, and be satisfied with that. 
Besides, we must always rave peo- 
ple to do the humble tasks of life 
and people who must do them can 
be just as happy as those who at- 
tain the heights. 

“Unhealthy attitudes toward life 
must be avoided in the impression- 
able years of childhood. If your 
child develops unhealthy attitudes, 
he does so because someore has 
made a mistake in his training. Of 
course not all mistakes are made 
by parents. School and companions 
exert some influence, but t: e root 
of the evil usually lies in the home. 
Children look to those around them 
to discover the conduct that is ex- 
pected of them. They take on the 
moods of adults with whom they 
are in contact, even before they are 
capable of reason. Association with 
a neurotic mother may produce a 
neurotic child.” 

“When your child overrides the 
wishes of others, do not mis- 
take his dominance for leader- 


First Lesson 


To Be Learned 


SKED what he considered 
A tre first and most import- 

ant lesson a child should 
be taught, Father McCarthy an- 
swered, “The first lesson is un- 
selfishness. A child is born 
selfish, so do not blame your 
child for being selfish.’ He 
learns in the cradle that his 
comfort can be improved by 
crying. He must be taught that 
he cannot draft the whole 
household to administer to his 
whims. He must be taught, 
even before he understands, 
that he must have consideration 
for others. 

“When he does not get his 
way, he holds his breath. He 
finds out that the trick works, 
so he repeats the performance. 
Now there is no danger when a 
child holds his breath, sec the 
best way is to disregard him 
entirely. He will soon find that 
it is unprofitable and discard 
that method of procedure. But 
if he is humored in his tant- 
rums, it will grow on him, and 
in later life he will find him- 
self in constant conflict with 
others because he must always 
have his way. There are many 
men and women like that to- 
day—men and women who have 
never grown up.” 


comfortable as adults, He believes 
that parents should let children 
see that good behavior and things 
done well are appreciated. 

“I pity children who have lived 
in an atmosphere of constant crit- 
icism,” he continued, “children 
whose real successes are discount- 
ed. This often leaves them perma- 
nently embittered and I have 
known of cases where it led to sui- 
cide. There is nothing that will 
undermine a child’s confidence in 
himself like under-rating.” 

The right amount of affection to 
bestow on a child is a delicate prop- 
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osition. A child may suffer as much 
from over-devotion as from neglect. 
If he is smothered with affection, 
it may arouse an attitude of depend- 
ence in him, and eventually make 
him as unhappy as if he suffered 
from neglect. 

“I have no patience or sympathy 
with parents who try to keep grown 
sons and daughters tied to them,” 
said Father McCarthy. “It is pure 
selfishness and the surest way to 
rob a child of self-confidence. 

“And lack of self-confidence or 
fear of self is one thing that can- 
not be escaped, because we carry 
the force of it within ourselves. 
Fear of self is responsible for at 
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least half the failures and unhappi- 
ness in this world. There is place 
in this life only for healthy fear. 
How many people there are who 
have the qualities of leadership, 
who are specially endowed, yet not 
leading because they are afraid of 
themselves. No child is born with 
fear of anything specific and if he 
develops a fear of self, then some- 
one has tripped, someone has un- 
dermined his confidence and start- 
ed him on the road to failure. 

“And if a child must be dis- 
ciplined, I'd much prefer a good 
sound paddling to ridicule and sar- 
casm, Ridicule and sarcasm are 
very powerful weapons and should 
not be used except as a last re- 
sort.” 

Father McCarthy has been teach- 
ing at St. Louis University for nine 
years and is now director of the 
Department of Psychology. He be-

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Doctor Needs 
To Ascertain 


Fevers Cause 


Treatment Depends On Diag- 
nosis of Disease Causing 
Temperature.

HEN a modern up to-date phy- 
W sician plans to treat fever, he 

is not so much worried about 
reducing the fever itself, as in pro- 
tecting the patient from the illness 
which is behind the fever, because 
fever is a symptom, not a disease 
in itself. It accompanies prac- 
tically all the infectious diseases, 
and a few that are not infectious 
in character. So the physician's 
first thought is to find out exactly 
what the disease behind the fever 
is. This he does by various diag- 
nostic tests. 


Having come to a conclusion, he 
is in a position to plan his campaign 
of treatment. He is, as I say, not 
so much worried by the fever itself, 
because that is in the nature of a 
protective process. The body can 
kill off the infection at a higher 
body temperature better than it can 
with a lower temperature and, in 
fact, other things being equal, there 
is nothing that the physician dreads 
so much as to have a serious é@is- 
ease, like pneumonia, accompanied 
by a low temperature, because it in- 
dicates that the body is not re- 
acting defensively. 


The physician will seldom try, 
therefore, to reduce a fever unl«ss it 
is very high, but he will want to 
protect the body while the fever is 
going on. 


If he has a long fever to deal 
with, like typhoid or undulant fever. 
the prime consideration will be the 
planning of the diet. In the old 
days the saying used to be “Starve 
a fever and feed a cold.” It is to 
the credit of the great Irish clini- 
cian, Graves, that he taught all his 
life, and wanted engraved on his 
tombstone the words, “He fed 
fevers.” 

Today, in typhoid fever especially, 
we have given up the idea of the old 
depleting or starvation treatment, 
and attempt to keep up the nutri- 
tion of the patient so there will be 
little weight lost during the course 
of the disease. We have found that. 
this is easy to do, and that the pa- 
tient is able to digest and absorb a 
great variety of foods, so that we 
no longer keep him on the old mo- 
notonous, inadequate milk diet. 

If you were to search the whole 
world for the substance which 
would be the best thing for a fever, 
you would never find anything bet- 
ter than water. If a fever seems 
to be going’too high, cool (not cold) 
drinking water is the best reducer. 
Besides water inside, water outside 
is an excellent remedy. The use of 
baths and wet packs—hot and cold 
—especially cold, reduce the tem- 
perature, and also stimulate the 
nervous system and the heart and 
blood vessels so that what we may 
call the patient’s TONE is kept up, 
until. Nature puts an end to the 
disease. 

Of course, in a few instances we 
have a serum or specific medication 
which will kill the cause of the 
fever, and hence put an end to the 
necessity of it.
